Penalty on Those Those Who Are Not Loyal Subjects— 
Examine Yourself and See if You Are Loyal 


to Your King and Savior. 


To some people this 
ject is of little interst be- 
cause they do not stop long 
enough to consider. They 
have a way of believing that 
Christ died for their sins and 
this being the case all they 
have todo1s to believe on 
Him and call upon Him in the 
day of sickness and death and 
He will acceot them and take 
them to heaven. 


As far as being loyal to 
Him is concerned, or what it 
means to be [oyal to Him 
never enters their minds. 
Talk to them about being 
loyal to their country and 
they understand that at once, 
and cuncede toevery require- 
ment and consider themselves 
very patriotic. 


To be loyal toa person 
means to be true to him. A 
loyal citizen of a country is 
one that obeys the laws and 
honors those in authority. 
Loyalty means fidelity and 
fidelity is the opposite of in- 
fidelity. These last words 
usually apply to the Christ- 
ian religion. Those who do 
not believe in the Christian 
religion are termed “‘infideis.” 
But when the analogy is 
strictly followed there may be 
found many more infidels 
than at first thought of. 

Now please follow care- 
fully the analogy. An infidel 
is one who rejects and dis- 
dains the Christian religion. 
Of course such a person can- 


not be a_ loyal subject to 
Christ. He does not profess 
to be. He is an avowed 


enemy of the Christ because 
he does not believe in - Him. 
He is an infidel. 

Loyalty means fidelity 
which is the opposite of in- 
fidelity. If loyalty means 
fidelity then fidelity means 


_loyalty, and a loyal person is 


one that is faithful to the cause 
he espouses. Thus when a 
person accepts Christ he is 
expected to be loyal and true 
and faithful toHim. That is, 
when he accepts Christ he 
accepts Christ’s laws and gov- 
mernment, and agrees to be 
to Him a loyal subject. 

It one is faihful to Christ 


sub-| he is honest, 








truthful, trust- 
worthy and loyal. If he 
proves himself untrue, dis- 
honest and disloyal by dis- 
obeying and ignoring Christ’s 
laws then he is not trust-wor- 
thy. If he is not loyal and trust- 
worthy then he is disloyal and 
proves himself to be an infidel, 
because infidelity is the op- 
posite of fidelity, and fidelity 
is loyalty. 

We will illustrate: in 
Christ’s law there is no pro- 
vision made for His subjects 
to use medicines in time of 
sickness. But there are in- 
structions given by Him tell- 
ing the sick people just what 
to do. If one refuses or ig- 
nores these instructions and 
resorts io the use of medicine, 
that one is a disloyal subject, 
ard, following the above an- 
alogy, that person is an in- 
fidel because loyalty mea~s 
fidelity and is the opposite of 
infidelity, and an infidel is 
one that rejects Christ and 
His doctrine. 

There are many who claim 
salvation tor their souls 
through Christ that resort to 
medical treatment in time of 
sickness. They are servants 
of Christ when in good health, 
and sometimes shout and re- 
joice because they say Christ 
has saved them, but as soon 
as they get sick they become 
the servants of physicians and 
their filthy medicines. When 
they are in good health and 
no prospect of dying they be- 
lieve in Christ.and trust Him, 
but as soon as they get sick 
and are likely to die, they be- 
come disloyal, disobedient, 
unfaithful, and turn infidel. 

It looks to me that every 
fair-minded person could see 
that such action is a trick of 
the devil. If you can’t trust 
the Lord and obey Him when 
you are sick and about to die, 
how do you know that . your 
joyful experience when you 
ar¢ in healthisgenuine? You 
foolish child! How can you 
expect Christ to save you if 
you should die, when you 


have become disloyal to your 


Savior and turned infidel on 
your dying bed? 
Thismay seem a little 








sharp, but | am _ convinced 
that some precious souls who 
claim salvatation and that 
they are loyal to Christ need 
some “sharp rebuke” that 
they may be sound in the 
faith. (Titus 1:13.) The time 
is near that the line will be 
drawn. This thing of pro- 
fessing loyalty to Christ in 
health and turning infidel in 
time of sickness; and then 
when they get well again 
after a long spell of sickness 
under the doctor’s care, they 
come out and claim they are 
loyal to Christ without any 
repentance, is soon going to 
be a thing of the past among 
God’s children. 

If Christ is your Savior 
while in health, and you feel 
under obligations to obey His 
laws enough to take the Lord’s 
supper and wash one an- 
other’s feet and pay tithes and 
offerings, then itis just as 
necessary for you tobe true 
to Him when sickness over- 
takes you, and _ instead of 
turning infidel and resorting 
to medicines you will remain 
loyal and call for prayers, an- 
ointing with oil and the lay- 
ing on of hands. 

You may know’ what it 
means to be true to Christ on 
some lines, but I want you to 
see what it means to be true 
to Him at all times. Rem- 
ember there is a penalty on 
those who are not loyal sub- 
jects. ‘For Moses truly said 
unto the fathers, A prophet 
shall the Lord your God raise 
up unto you of your brethren, 
like unto me; him shall ye 
hear in all things whatsoever 
he shall say unto you. And 
it shall come to pass, that 
every soul, which will not 
hear (obey) that prophet, 
shallbe destroyed from 
among the people.” (Acts 3: 
22, 23,) 

When you take medicine 
you disobey “that prophet” 
for He has arranged that 
through the laying on of the 
hands of believe1s, prayers, 
and anointing with oil, that 
you may be healed, and _ not 
one place can you find where 
He said for you to take med- 
icine or “simple remedies.” 
Some of you may be cut off 
now and so dead that you 
don’t know it. 

A story is told of two Irish- 
men that caught a turtle and 
took it in the kitchen and 
cut off its head, and when 
they put it down it went 
walking off. One said to the 
other “Oh Pat he’s dead and 
don’t know it.””. Some of you 





may be the same way. You 
have been accustomed to 
shouting and talking in ton- 
gues, and have been taking 
medicine and using simple re- 
medies or tabacco or other 
stimulants and your spiritual 
head is cut off and you go on 
as if you were as saintly as 
anyone. Look out, loved 
one, God is on your track. 
You may deceive people, but 
you can’t deceive Him. You 
may find yourself cut off right 
at the time you will need 
the most grace when the 
death damps collect on your 
brow and you are to fight the 
last battle with the grim mon- 
ster death. 


It would no doubt pay you 
to examine yourself and see 
if you are loyal to your King 
and Savior, or have you turn- 
ed infidel when you got sick 
and doped yourself with 
morphine, quinine, pills, tab- 
lets or other stuff that is not 
becoming for a Christian. 
This is too serious to laugh at 
when Jesus says, “Ye are my 
friends, if ye do whatsoever 
I command you.” (John 15:14), 
and Paul says, “For many 
walk, of whom I have told 
you often, and now tell you 
even weeping, that they are 
the enemies of the cross of 
Christ.” What makes one 
an enemy? Because he is not 
loyal to Christ. What makes 


one a friend? Because he is 
loyal to Christ. How does 
one prove his fidelity to 
Christ? By standing true 
and faithful and obedient to 
Him in the severest trials 
which includes sickness. 
How does one prove to be 
an infidel? By rejecting 
Christ and His _ teachings, 
which includes resorting to 
medicines in time of sickness 
when Christ teaches plainly 
some other way. 


Referring to those whom 
Paul says are enemies of the 
cross of Christ he futher adds, 
“Whose end is destruction, 
whose God is_ their belly, 
and whose glory is in their 
shame, who mind _ earthly 
things.” (Phil. 3:19) This, 
with many other Scriptures, 
is a stern rebuke to those whd 
prove themselves disloyal to 
Christ by their disloyal dis- 
obedience to His commands. 
“And why call ye me Lord, 
Lord, and do not the things 
which I say?” (Luke 6:46.) 


Now dear ones, if we are 
going to serve the Lord, let 
us do itin reality and not 
make a mock of it. Don’t 





profess to be a Christian and 
play the hypocrite. It will 
do you no good. If you have 
been guilty of disloyalty to 
Christ and proved yourself 
an infidel more than you 
thought, hasten to repentance 
and earnestly plead with God 
until you are sure you area 
loyal subject of His; true, 
trustworthy, and faithful, so 
that when you get sick you 
will die rather than swallow 
that which the Lord forbids. 
Please remember that I am 
your friend and love you as 
my own soul and am faithful- 
ly dealing with you on this 
point. Paul says for me 10 
“be gentle unto all men, apt 
to teach, patient, In meekness 
instructing those that oppose 
themselves; If God perad- 
venture will give them repen- 
tance to the acknowledging of 
the truth; And that they may 
recover themselves out of the 
snare of the devil who are 
taken captive by him at his 
will.” (2 Tim. 2:24-26.) 


It is enough for the devil to 
make you sick, without mak- 
ing you take medicine. I am 
anxious for you to acknowl- 
edge the truth of healing by 
divine power, and follow the 
plan for healing laid down by 
Jesus, which will prevent 
you falling into infidelity 
when sickness comes, which 
is the very time you need 
even more trust and faith in 
Him. Don’t let death over- 
take you and thus be usher- 
ed into the presence of God 
with your -body all doped 
with medicine or simple rem- 
edies after you have had the 
Bible betore you for these 
years, and God’s ministers 
have faithfully given you in- 
structions on divine healing. 

God bless you all just now. 
Amen.
